Alonzo E. Horton was born in Con- 


neticut in 1S13. 
His pa.rents were

war. when he bought some soldier 
land warrants and came to Wisconsin 
to locate land with them. He selected 
the sections in Outaga.mie-eo (which 
was at tha.t time part of Brown-co) 
for which he paid seventy cents an 
acre. 


BUILT MILL 


Horton arrived' here in the latter 


part of the summer of 1S4S. He im- 
mediately set to work building a. dam 
across the creek which ran through 
his land. 
With the help of a few 


men, he succeeded in .digging a race 
for tho sawmill which he planned to 
build. In tho spring of 1849 the mill 
was completed and the first wood was 
sawed 
August 
3, 
1S4H. This mill 


was located on t.he plat where Joseph 
Klein's residence now.stands. ' 


"Father" Horton, as he same to be 


called, then 'laid out a, village plat 
around the mill, and gave away much 
of his land to encourage habitation.

The state senate by a vote of 17 to 14 


lias passed ihe bill enlarging the Univer- 
sity board df regents. 
The University of 


AVisconsin Jias had a long and enviable 
career and has risen to a commanding po- 
sition among the great educational insti- 
tutions of the country. It lias attained this 
standing because it has been conducted a| 
a university should be conducted, entire- 
ly apart from the polities of the state. 
The bill to enlarge the board of regents, 
if it becomes a law as it seems probable 
it will, is the beginning of political inter- 
ference in its affairs. 
If the purposes be- 


hind this change arc as indicated on the 
surface, and as those on the inside frank- 


> 
ly admit, it means the making of the 
Uni- 


versity a plaything- of polities. 


Tt is not contended that enlargement of 


the -board is needed for the better ad- 


S 
ministration of the University. IT is not 
asserted that the present board is incom- 
petent or that it is lax in its interest and 
attention to its duties. Certainly the re- 
markable gro-vrtli of the University and 
the high rating it has attained through- 
out the country cannot be regarded as a 
testimonial of administrative "\veakness 
nor as a reflection of erroneous executive 
direction. The only excuse put forvrard 
in defense of this bill is that the 
farmer and labor ought to have represen- 
tation on the board.
